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INTRODUCTION 



In order to pftserve the data ooatained upon the caid index in 
the office of the Superintendent of BoildingB, which might be very 
easily loA through some unforeseen casulty, it was deemed by the 
complier desireaUe to duplicate these cards; this con^itutes the only 
excuse for the present vohnnn, whidi it is hoped might be followed 
by later books to complete the work. 

The Editor believes the data herehi given to be corred, but would 
be grateful for mgge^km of correAions or additkms. It has been 
his endeavor to present only those builduigs which have been used for 
public school purposes ( either by the School Boards or under the di- 
redion of Boards of Tru^ees ) which have later been acquired by the 
Board of Controllers of the Public Schools. There have been many 
buildiiq[s built as schoob and rented^ or loaned^ rent free, to the Con- 
trollers whkdi do not appear m these records. The one Aory frame 
Hart Lane Sdiool built about 1814 was used until the eredion of the 
Bouduiot School in 1874, the ""Yellow School house** m Upper Rox- 
borough, a Aone sdiool eredted in 1812 and used by the Controllers 
until the openfaig of the Andora School m 1870 and Paul Beck's 
School on Catharme Street above Sixth Aill used by the Board, might 
be dted in this oonnedion. To enumerate the hundreds of churches, 
halls, reudences, etc, which the Controllers have from tfane to time 
rented for school purposes would have greatly exceeded the faitent 
and scope of this work, it has been the mtention, rather, to give a re- 
cord as complete as possible of the school buildings from the eariied 
record down through the hundred years following. Those eAablish- 
ed by, and oontfaiued by ReKgmus Bodies, and private or ""pay" schools 
have been omitted, except where they have later been aoquhed by the 
PtabBc Sdiooi Boards. 

The descriptions of buildfaigs herehi given are mtended to be as 
0^ originally were at the tfane of their eredion or purrhase. The 



dates of their emSiott has been civen only whoi in the judcemeiit of 
the Editor toGb dates were oorred. Where this date was not known, 
as in the caae of Church or other buOdingi purchased and fitted iqi 
for school purposes, the date of aoqyisitioQ lias been given. 

It is radier a sad oonunentary upon the Profession that whereaa 
the name of the Contrador has frequently been transmitted to us» 
that of the Ardiited or Designer does not appear m the records of 
this firA hundred years of school house designing. Undoubtedly dua 
can be partly accounted for by the fad that the Gontrador designed 
as weH as buflt, and that m all probability but little attention was 
given to the designmg. 

In reference to the **Gontrad Price'* many of the buildings were 
built by day*s bbour and the work contmued until completiont no 
fixed price bemg agreed upon. In such uiAances the total amount 
paid out by the School Board for thb work has been given, when 
known, as the Contrad Price. Many of the earlier school buildmga 
were eroded by fadKiur and with material donated by the citizens of 
the community upon ground given by one or more public siHrited 
men of the 



The ooft of nvniture is not faiduded m thecontrad price. 

The Cubical Contents, when given, has been computed m the 
usual method employed by Ardiiteds, from the pbms and surveys m 
the ofDee of the Suprantoident of BuikUngs or from those made for 
tids work by the Author. 



The property acquisitkms have been obtamed diredly from the 
deeds, and the tot pbrns, which are all drawn to the same scale of three 
quarters of an faKh to a hundred feet, are laid out and figured acoord- 
ioc to the deeds and not to the official figures of the Di^d Surveyor. 

The photographs of exifting buQdmgs were taken expressly for 
tids work and present them In their present conditkm.
